Area's Tax Books to go 
To Collectors Soon 

Granite City tax books will be 
completed late this afternoon by 
using last year's tax rate of 45 
cents per $100 valuation for the 
East Side Leveee and Sanitary 
district, and will be ready for 
delivery to the office of City 
Treasurer E, R. “Pat" Rich with¬ 
in the next few days. Miss Eula¬ 
lia Hotz, Madison county clerk, 
said today. 

Application of the 45-cent rate 
for the levee district will add an¬ 
other 2.7 centa per $100 valuation 
to the total rates announced a 
month ago for Quad-City area 
taxing agencies located within the 
boundaries of the levee district. 

Miss Hotz said the books were 
computed by using the old 45- 
cent levee district rate for the 
1964 year due to delay of St. Clair 
county officials in furnishing a 
new rate for the 1965 year. 

She said her office now has ex¬ 
tended all levee district rates in 
the Quad-City area on last year's 
rate of 4S cents as fixed by St.

Household Employees Musi File Tax Form 


Jay G. Philpott, district direc¬ 
tor of internal revenue for cen¬ 
tral and southern Illinois an¬ 
nounced this week that butlers, 
maids and other household em¬ 
ployees, presently not subject to 
income tax withholding, may be 
required to fUe declarations of 
estimated tax. 

While domestic workers do 
have social security taxes with¬ 
held by employers, the present 
law has no provision for with¬ 
holding income taxes. , 


Philpott pointed out that If do- 
mestio workers anticipate earn¬ 
ing more than $200 not subject to 
withholding and expect a tax due 
of $40 or more they must file a 
declaration. 

The- declaration, made out on 
a form 1040-ES avaUable at lo¬ 
cal internal revenue offices, is 
generally due on April 15. The 
tax declared on the estimation is 
then due in equal installments on 
April 15, June IS, Sept. 15 and 
Jan. 15.

Chance to Avoid Differing 
illinois, Missouri Time 

St. Louisans who unsuccessfully sought to 
block a U. S. daylight saving time law are now 
on die right track. 

With the 1966 law requiring April-to-October 
"fast time” next year in all states except those 
which specifically ban it statewide, it had been 
feared diat the lural-dominated Missouri legisla¬ 
ture might adopt such a ban. As a consequence, 
there was strong Missouri opposition to the Con¬ 
gressional bill, ignoring the many advantages of 
national time uniformity. 

The new tack being taken is to encourage 
support of daylight time tirroughout Missouri, and 
surveys taken in 1 I outatate communities indicate 
much more sentiment for fast time than bad been 
expected. 

If the current St. Louis effort is successful. 
Quad-Cityans, who are certain to retain the hour- 
ahead summer season time, will not have to con¬ 
tend with the confusion of a differing time zone 
across the river.
